Boelween the Président OFthe United States and those
who nre opposed to his reconstruction poliey in the
two Houses of Congress? | certainly disclaim, of
course, nuy right tostate what ace his opinlons, ex-
eopt ns they nre given to us in_ auihentie publie docu-
ments.  From these alope I obisin his views, That
these nre misrepresentad, intentionnlly or otherwise,
should not perhinps surprise those who consuder how
seldom o chwdid stateient of the true question ot
maue s mude by the aavocates of conflieting doctrines
aud opinlons, Tt wonld seem lmpossible, In view of
the frunk and ex plicit niternnces which the Prasident
has often made of his oplidons, to erente fn the public
mind p misnpprenoonsion of his views, Yet this, to n
certiain extent, has been done,

He is suppogcd by many to urge the admission of
disloral men from the Rebel Stales to the two bhoases
of Congress, 1o Is ehonrged with n purpose to bring
into their former places In this body bloody-handed
Rebaln. He s sald to wikh 1o throw wida open the
doors of Congresa, and fll those seals with traitors
fresh from the batile-Aelds of the Rebelllon, What Is
his true position? I might refer to the poblished
statement of Lis views In his remarks to & delegation
of Virgiilans the other day, In which he explieitly
declared his opinion that only loyal men should be
appointed to oftice. But I prefer to take his lntess
nuthentle written declnrations. I shall rend (rom
his veto messhge, Fouud in that ducument Is the fol-
lowing:—

“I hold it my doty to recommend to you In the in-

Buch Is the lnnguage of the President In his veto
messnge, Can it be misanderstood? Can It be mis-
represented T Whnt are existing eanstitutional and
legul tests but the oath required by the Constlutlon
sand the still stronger test oath prescribed by law?
Having stuted what he recommends, the President
dhen states what hoe is opposed to, as follows ;—

“1t bs platn that an Indefinite or permanent exclu-
slon of any part of the country from representation
must be attended by a spirit of disquist and complalnt,
Xt s unwise and i'lallpl!'l'uun o pumoe 8 couras of men-
suren which will unite n very lInrge section of the
canutry ngalnst anotner section of the country, how-
ever much the Iatter may preponderate, The course
of emigration, the development of Industry and busi-
ness, and notornl causes will ralse up at the South
men ns devoted to the Unlon as those of nny other
part of the lnnd, Butlf they sare excluoded from Con-
gresa, Il In o parmuanagt statute, they are declared not
o be in full constitntional reintons to the oountry,
they may think they have cause 10 become a uuit
teeling and sentiment agalnst the Gaovernment,"

This s what the Presldent Is apposed to, We hava,
therefore, what he recommends and what he dlsap-

roves. e recommends the admission to Congreas of
oyal men, who can take the réquired oaths, provided
they come from Siales which present themselves In
no attitude 01 barmony and loyulty., e disapproves
a permanent or indefinite exciusion of all representa-
tlon, regurdless of the loyalty of the representative or
the people, Hera, then, the issue is Mirly presonted,
How could be state I more distinctly? et we are
dully toid that the President desires to throw wide
open the doors of Congress to bloody-handed Rabels.
Go where you will, In the halis of representation as
well as o the public press, you will ﬂmi the opponsnts
of bis policy stating the question 1o this form, Mr,
Proaldent, whalt now are the two greal systems of
